USPN 6,799,643: 

This reference teaches a hand-held power tool having a force sensor. This 
reference does not teach a current sensor as required by this instant application. 
CN 2200252Y: 

This reference teaches a motor protector not related to a contact pressure 
detection of a power tool of this instant application. 
CN 2145601Y: 

This reference teaches a warning device for a blind person. This reference does 
not teach a power tool with a contact pressure sensor. 
DE 10160864: 

This reference is a counterpart of USPN 6,799,643. This reference teaches a 
hand-held power tool having a force sensor. This reference does not teach a current 
sensor as required by this instant application. 
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2. Previously on August 12, 2008, applicant has filed an IDS with one reference. 
This reference has been considered as follows: 

USPUB 2003/0196824: 

This reference teaches a power tool having a depth sensor (see Fig. 7) and a 
current sensor (see paragraphs [0098] and [0202]). The current sensor is used to 
monitor the battery status. The current sensor is not used for contact pressure sensing 
as required by this instant application.
